ISS’) DYER ~ has “carried: out very 
capably a most interesting inquiry 
into naval affairs during the reigns oi the 
last two Stuarts through the study of the 
life of Admiral Narborough. As tha 
author points ont, her work illustrates two 
points: first, that during the Restoration 
period the King’s ships were regarded ss 
a commercial asset, a protection for trade 
no less than pioneers in the opening up vt 
new trading posts ; secondly, that if James 
Il. had not been King of England, he 
would have occupied a high place -n 
history as a very able seaman and naval 
administrator. 
The first of these points is well shown 
on page 11: 
e (Admiral Mvng) “was given a 
commission by Lord “Windsor, the 
Governor, to commaisd a small squadron, 
which was to sail from Jamaica ' and 
force a trade’ upon the Spaniards of 
the mainland.’’ ‘‘ Their home Govern-

ments made it quite clear to them that | 


they must get trade—honestly if t 
could—but they must get it.” 

How reminiscent of the conquering 
Danes whom Professor Trevelyan de- 
scribes: ‘‘ By land or sea they were pre- 
pared to trade with the newcomer or to 
cut his throat accordimg to circumstances 
or the humour of the hour”’ ! 

Admiral Narborough’s career, althovgh 
ic lasted but till his forty-seventh year, 
was filled with action. First an ordinary 
seaman, he saw two Dutch wars, a West 
Indian campaign of terrorising French and 
Spanish colonies, an exploration about 
Patagonia and the West coast of South 
America, a campaign to clear the Med: 
terranean of Tripoli’s pirates. Later ne 
became a commissiorer of the Navy. 

Charles IT. had very definite ideas about 
naval armaments. which ave reflected by 
England’s admirals to-day. He wrote to 
the Commons: ‘‘ Neither can a good peace 
be had without being in a posture of war. 
I am very far from being in love with war 
for war’s sake... . but the way to a good 
peace is to get out a good flest.”' 

The Admiral’s early association with 
Puritanism left a lasting mark upon him 
even in that age of immorality. He ruled 
his men with an iron hand, although ne 


was not above consulting them in a 


moment of common danger, as when he |

Asked if, when he saw the express ap- 
proaching at this high speed with the 
signals against it, it did not eccur to him 
to blow his whistle, Wilkins replied—I 
should probably have distracted his atten- 
tion and made it worse.

Within the last eight years their sales had 
increased in volume by more than 50 per 
cent. To secure such results their aim had 
been to give consumers the best possible 
service. They were not without hope that 
the use of gas for street lighting would be 
considered on its merits by the Dublin Cor 
poration.

It was a shameful thing that so 
much moral cowardice was often shown, and 
so much playing for position and safety made 
manifest, when people were up against a 
challenge of that sort, if there was the least 
suspicion that it was in any way connected 
with politics. .It was remarkable how few 
people in responsible positions would even 
venture to warn voung men against the 
danger of joining secret organisations, led by 
irresponsible men, in which they might be 
ordered to commit a crime of that terrible 
magnitude merely to achieve a political ob- 
jective.

“ PORTER" DANCES. 

Commenting on the third case, the Jndge 
referred to the fact that the offence was com- 
mitted at a “ porter’’ dance. That dance 
started about seven o'clock in the evening, 
and lasted until the early hours of the morn- 
ing. ‘The father of the little girl victim went 
to that dance himself. and he allowed tliree 
young members of his family, who 
have been in bed at home, to attend that 
dance. That showed a _ shocking lack cf 
parental care and supervision, and he had 
spent a very disgusting day listening to what 
had occurred as a result of it. 

But of the seven cases on the 
three were crimes of lust. or arising out of 
it, and that was a condition of affairs that 
did very little credit to their great country, 
with its traditions for morality, courage and 
decency. It called for the strongest possible 
action on the part of jurors and judges. He 
knew that the clerical authorities were per 
fectly cognisant of the state of affairs, and 
that they were doing their utmost to stamp 
out immorality. One of the greatest obstacles 
in their way was the conduct of parents who 
allowed their little children to attend 
‘‘ porter’ dances, or mummers’ dances, 
starting early in the evening, and ending 
God knows when. Here they had a father 
who went to the dance, not for the purpose 
of dancing. but for the purpose of filling his 
stomach with porter, and making a beast of 
himself in the presence of his little girls. 
When the gaiety at the mummers’ dance was 
at its maximum, and the porter was at high 
water mark, the crime now before the Court 
was committed. 

The jury brought in a verdict of guilty 
against Michael Conway, a labourer, charged 
with the offence against the little girl at a 
mummer dance near Lahinch. Jluey recom- 
mended him to mercy, and, as the girl 
admitted grave moral lapses on her own part 
from the age of twelve, the judge imposed a 
sentence of one month's imprisciment, with 
hard labour.

I was much interested (writes a corre- 
spondent) in your reference in the 
“Diary” a few days ago to your un- 
pleasant experience when motoring on the 
Sally Gap road. As a fellow-sufferer, I 
would strongly endorse your advice to those 
contemplating a similar trip to the Sally 
Gap, and would remind your motoring 
friends that beauty abounds in the valleys 
of the Dublin Mountains, which can be 
enjoyed by them without the unpleasant 
experiences of your trip.

As I was walking between Redford and 
Kilmacanogue this week, I noticed that 
spring had already given the hedges her 
first delicate touches, and that celandines 
were to be seen in many places. I counted 
half-a-dozen primrose buds, one full blown 
and courageous primrose, and one daring 
violet, whose brilliant purple was a joyous 
surprise after the bleak days that have 
gone. The road that leads from Redford 
villaze to the Sugar Loaf is one of the 
most notable at a later season for prim- 
roses and violets. I passed another well- 
known primrose dell on Bray Head. It is 
a slope between two high ridges running 
down to the rocks, and is in sight of Grey- 
stones. In a few weeks frem now it - ‘ll be 
yellow with primroses. As you turn the 
path above, you will 
become first aware of them by the flood of 
delicate perfume that fills the air. At 
present, however, withered sea-blown crass 
still holds its place above the rocks.

‘ROOFING THE LIFFEY 


PROPOSAL BEFORE PORT 
BOARD. 


- 


At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
2nd Docks Board yesterday a letter was sub- 
mitted from Messrs. Monks and Gaynor, 
solicitors, enclosing a plan whereby a por 
tion of the River Liffey might be covered 
over to provide accommodation and parking 
space for Dublin’s motor ‘bus traffic. 

The scheme provides in effect for the erec- 
tion of a concrete platiorm extending along 
the sides of the Liffey from O'Connell Bridge 


| to Butt Bridge, which would serve as park- 
ing stations for "buses and priyate motor 


cars. The length of the river between the 
bridges is 850 teet, with a width of 175 feet. 
The proposed platform would run the whole 
langth for a distance of BÓ feet into the 
Liffey, leaving a width of 50 feet in the 
river for navigation. 

The plan further provided for the con- 
struction of waiting room, lavatories and 
oil stations. with bridges at intervals be- 
tween the two platforms. 

The scheme might be altered to the oppo- 
site side of O'Connell Bridge, or further up 
to Grattan Bridge. 

‘This seems a. very desirable scheme,”’ 
declared Mr. McGloughlin, the Chairman. 
He thought, however, that the Board should 
not undertake the work, which lay rather 
with the Corporation. If the alternative 
solution of Dublin’s trafhe problems were 
adopted —the erection of a new bridge where 
the Metal Bridge ‘now exists—it would be 
the duty of the Board to support the cost 
of this construction. With regard to the 
present scheme, it had the approval of the 
members of the Board, but their business 
was concerned rather with the port, tideway 
and river bed,. and the consequent effects 
produced upon these. He would, therefore, 
refer the matter to the Harbour Master and 
the Port Engineer to report their views on 
the matter. 


DUES ON SHIPS. 

Mr. Walter Baird proposed that from the 
first of July, 1931, the dues on ships enter- 
ing the Port of Dublin be reduced as follows: 
On foreign ships a reduction from 10jd. per 
ton to 93d. per ton, and on cross-Channe)

This resolution, from which Mr. George 
Byrne dissented, was approved, and will be 
submitted to a further special meeting of 
the Board.

CHANGES OF COAT.

The stoat is a dire foe to 
bares, and the wretched creatures appear 
patalysed with fear when they know it is ou 
their trail. Should this creature obtain 
recess to a fowl-run or hen-house the farmer 
will know all about it in the. morning, and 
any of the inhabitants that are left alive wi!! 
have good reason to be thankful. On suc! 
occasions these animals become possessed 0! 
n fever of bloodthirstiness and slay withou' 
cessation. 

Like the rest of their tribe they have a 
most unpleasant odour, particularily notice- 
able when frightened or annoyed. 


THE PINE MARTEN.

THE BADGER. 

It is a source of pleasure to all trv 
naturalists that the harmless and inoffensive 
badger is on the increase, especially around 
London, where it has been seen in quite 
prosaic suburban districts. Although a 
member of the Mustelide, or wease] family. 
the badger is quite free from the wanton 
savagery of that tribe. Live and let live 
is its motto, and although an occasiona' 
clutch of pheasant’s eggs or some young 
partridces may come its way, they are ony 
odd relicles to vary the usual fare of roots, 
nuts aid tubers, with many a wasp's nest. 

The Ladger, if left alone, will pursue its 
sly way without offence, lumbering along like 
a smail, furry, grey and black pig. I' 
molested, it is capable of herculean feats 
the cruel sport of ger-baiting testifies to 
its gaineness. The badger is capable of beinz 
domest.ceted, and becomes quite an amiable 
pet. It possesses remarkable powers of diz 
ging, aud its powerful muscles and: jong 
curved claws e the digging out of a badzer 
“earth ” a tedious affair. 

The fox and badger will sometimes sha: 
an earth, but it is doubtful if the relations re 
ever more than armed neutrality. 


THE OTTER. 

_Last and best is the beautiful but destiuc 
tive otter, who, on account of its bravery, 
devotion to its young, and the facility with 
which it can be tamed, may be forgiven 
much.

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo 8.) pro- 
posed the amendment standing in his. name.

ing the additional grant to one million pounds, 
the grant should be for: 

“The relief of the local rates on agri- 
cultural land, sufficient to allow for the 
remission of three-fourths of the rates on 
agricultural land in the case of holdings 
where the valuation does not exceed £50, 
and of one-half of such rates where the 
valuation exceeds £50,. and where the 
occupier satisfies the Minister for Agricul- 
ture that not less than twenty per cent. 
of the arable land is under tillage, and 
that the sum required’ to provide this 
grant shall be raised in such manner as 
will not place any additional taxation on 
the small farmers and wage-earners.”’ 

The leader of the Labour Party said that 
the House was at a great disadvantage in a 
debate on such a motion as this, in the 
absence of such data as would be available 
if the re; - of the De-rating Commission 
had been published. He agreed with Deputy 
de Valera that such a motion was justified, 
in view of the altogether unwarranted delay 
in bringing in the report of the De-rating 
Commission. He was afraid that the farmers 
would have to wait a very long time before 
any measure of relief would be forthcoming as 
a result of that report. 


INFORMATION WANTED. 

The Labour Party had put down their 
amendment to extract from the Government 
some information of their plans and inten- 
tions for the relief of the farming community 
this year. 
have a definite declaration from the Govern- 
ment on that point, and let the House know 
what was the nature and extent of the relief 
to be given. If that information were given 
the motion would have justified iiself, 

The Labour Party éad that a measure 
of relief should be given immediately to 
farmers, and they were of the opinion that 
the iorm of relief set out in their amend- 
ment would be distinctly more favourable to 
the class of farmer which; in their opinion, 
was most deserving of relief in ‘the com- 
munity. 

For the purpose of allocation they made 
two broad divisions in their amendment. ‘lo 
people with a valuation of £50 and under 
they proposed to grant immediate relief of 
three-quarters of their current rates on agr- 
eultural land. To those with a valuation 
exededing £50 they proposed to give relief 
equal to half of the current rates on certain 
conditions. It was entirely because of the 
urgency of this question that this rough-and. 
ready method of affording relief had been 
adopied. It was not the method they would 
adopt if they were bringing forward a per- 
manent scheme. He would like to see a wav 
devised that would ensure that the relief 
granted would be used for the purpose oi 
universal production. 


FIANNA FAIL PLAN'S FLAW. 

The cost of relief to the first class named 
would be £750,000, and to the second class 
the amount would be £75,000. The total 
cost would be £825,000 to £850,000. ,. 

The Fianna Fail motion would work out to 
the advantage of the large farmer and to 
the detriment of the small farmer. ‘That 
was the issue between Fianna Fail and 
Labour on this question. 

There was no reference in Mr. de Valera’s 
motion as to where the money would come 
from to finance his scheme. The money 
must not be raised from the class that 
Labour was anxious to help. They objected 
to any tax on the necessaries of life.

Mr. Hudson, in the course oí his address 
explaining what was meant. bv oil fuel, said 
that it was gnile incorrect to refer to oil 
fuel as crude oil, the domestic fuel oil which 
was. used on central heating plants being the 
resnitant products afier the lighter fractions, 
which were wolatile: at low temperature, had. 
been removed from the crude. The resuJt 


ably the flash point of the resultant fuel. 

Domestte oil fuels, as marketed in the Free 
State, had a flash point generally in the 
neighbonrhood of 200. degrees F., so that 
there was a considerable margin of safety. 
The lecturer demonstrated this point by 
dropping into a bottle of Shell domestic fuel 
oil lighted matches, which were immediately 
extingnished. 

On the other hand, it was most important, 
he said, that the oil should not thicken un- 
duly as the result of cold. Domestic fuel oil 
had a very low seiting point, and was fluid at 
about 50° F. below freezing point, a tempera- 
ture never met with in this country, 

THE OIL BURNER. 

Because oil fuel was non-inflammable at 
ordinary temperatures, an oil-burning 
apparatus was required in order to use the oil as 
a source of heat in central heating or hot 
water boilers. The oil burner pulverised or 
broke. up the oil inio small pai®icles, and, at 
the same time, mixed with these particles the 
right amount of air, so as to give efficient 
combustion and the maximum generation of 
heat, 

The lecturer classified the methods of con- 
trol roughly under three headings—iand-con- 
trolled, semi-automatic and compleily auto- 
matic—and after dealing with the first two 
classes proceeded to explain the control and 
functioning of the third, this being the most 
generally used for domestic purposes. : 
completely automatic burner, he said, 
generally a self-contained unit. Its 
advantage was its simplicity, it being self- 
starting, seif-igmiting, self-extinguishing and 
self-stoppinz 

The installation of one of these burners did 
interference with the central 
heating irstallation. That was to sav, the same 
hot water pipes, radiators and boilers re: 
mained in vse, and the boiler itself required 
only verv slight modification to render it 
suitable for oil burning 

THE THERMOSTAT. 

There were electrical conirols for automati- 
cally starting up and shutting down the 
burner, the chief of these being the thermo- 
stat, which war a sensitive electrical device 
in connection with the burner. It was fixed 
in one of the rooms of the building and could 
he set to any desired room temperature. 
Directly this temperature was reached 
electric current to the burner 
and the whole plant auiomatically shut down, 
the flame going right ont. 
room temperature—generally one or 
degrees—was sufficient to operate the Ther-

Mr. DE VALERA, in concluding the 
debate, said that the reason they brought in 
the motion was that deputies in their party 
who were members of local bodies insisted 
that if relief were to be given to the farming 
community it should be given now, and that 

rovision should be made in the coming 
Budget for that relief. 

Fianna Fail believed that in this matter of 
de-rating the Government were plaving the 
same trick they plaved a couple of vears 
ago, when Deputy Rice spoke about fifteen 
millions for the provision of housing. Fianna 
Fail did not want to make political capital 
out of this. Their policy on de-rating was 
proclaimed long ago, when they urged that 
the money which was being paid over to 
England should be withheld.

Timothy Healy. 

The death of Mr. Timothy M. Healy, 
K.C., closes a very notable career. For the 
young people of to-day it was a difficult 
thought that this mild old man ever had 
been a volcano of Irish politics. Mr. 
Healy’s political life enclosed and illus- 
trated the stormiest of all stormy periods 
of Irish affairs, and much of its passion, 
brilliance and ferocity was imparted by 
himself. We record elsewhere how the 
humble railway clerk rose to be an arbiter 
of his country’s fate, a legislator of the 
first capacity and lord of the ear of the 
Imperial Parliament. During his thirty- 
eight years as a member of Parliament he 
fought a hundred fights and dominated 
most of them. The protégé of Parnell, 
he became the chief author of Parnell’s 
downfall. During the sordid quarrels of 
the “ split ’’ his powers for mischief and 
his terrific gift of sarcasm made him the 
most feared and the most hated man in 
Ireland. Yet with

His appointment 
as first Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State astonished everybody ; some received 
it with laughter, others with dismay. 
Now all men know that the King’s choice 
amounted nearly to inspiration. From 
the first day the grim old fighter threw 
himself wholeheartedly into the tasks of 
conciliation and reconstruction. His vast 
experience, purged of its ancient bitter- 
ness, was a tower of strength to the 
clever, but untried, young men who had 
taken charge of national affairs. Mr. 
Healy brought to his high office a charm, 
an equanimity and a :pirit of compromise 
which men born in the purp-e might have 
envied. He accepted loyally, and, as we 
believe, through profound conviction, the 
nexus of the Throne ‘and his own duties 
as the King’s representative in the Free 
State. He helped his Ministers to 
associate with new institutions everything 
that was best and permanent in the old. 
By the exercise of this temper and by the 
tact and suavity of his social influence he, 
more, perhaps, than any other man, 
helped to allay the fears of the ex-Unionist 
minority. A devout Roman Catholic, he 
fostered that spirit of tolerance which, 
within a decade, has become a national 
tradition; and he captured the good-will 
of Northern Ireland. 


The same week has seen the passing of 
Lord Glenavy and Timothy Healy, friends 
and rivals through half a century. Their 
deaths have severed the last link with 
an Irdland which is still familiar to the 
middle-aged, but is utterly remote from 
the younger generation. Some day history 
will assess the loss and gain of our recent 
changes. At the moment we seem to have 
lost something in character, learning and 
ability. Campbell and Healy were lonely 
survivors from a time when politics and 
the Bar produced whole companies of 
eminent men—a time enriched by gifts of 
character, wit and eloquence of which our 
own years are comparatively barren. To- 
day British and Irish politics lack the 
intensity, the glamour and the force 
which in Gladstone’s days, and after- 
wards, were given to them by the inter- 
play of great personalities. On the other 
hand, we have many compensations 
for the drabness which the twentieth 
century has brought into the life of 
Parliaments, Churches and courts of law. 
Here in Ireland, if we have lost some- 
thing of the old genius, we have lost much 
of the old violence, the old prejudices and 
the old suspicions. Indeed, it may be a 
wise reaction that causes us now to dis- 
trust the spectacular in public affairs. It 
may be that we shall return to the breed- 
ing of genius when the time becomes safe 
for genius. In the meanwhile, the 
nation’s need is for clear thinking and 
quiet progress through the agency of hard, 
unromantic work. For her present oppor- 
tunities of such peaceful progress the 
Free State owes a lasting debt to her first 
Governor-General, |

On Tuesday, at the ‘meeting of the 
Liberal Parliamentary Party, Mr. Lloyd 
George was able to secure the acceptance 
of his policy by only thirty-three votes 
to seventeen.

for never before has he faced professed

had done its work, and at least two-thirds 
of those present cheered him to the echo; 
but enthusiasm that is roused after this 
wise is notoriously evanescent. Mr. Lloyd 
George opened. with a reference to ‘‘ the 
whole national path, which was strewn 
with complexities.’’ ‘‘ We should pursue 
a policy of co-operation, and not of 
frustration,’’ he continued. ‘‘ You can- 
not have co-operation unless you are 
independent.’’ This technical independ- 
ence, which so nearly resembles sub- 
servience, was the burden of many further 
arguments and claims; but we may doubt 
if it will be appreciated as fully in the 
constituencies ‘as it was appreciated 
finally by the listeners in Caxton Hall. 
The declaration of Liberal faith which 
Mr. Lloyd George read to the meeting 
contained nothing unexpected. It was set 
out under seven headings, chief among 
which were a demand for the settlement 
of the Indian question according to the 
recommendations of the Round Table 
Conference, and a demand for the pressing 
forward of the Representation of the 
Bill.

Ulster’s Beauty Spots. 


In the Senate of Northern Ireland 
yesterday Mr. T. J. Campbell asked 
whether the Government would take steps 
to preserve the scenic beauty of Ulster’s 
coast-line. The question was timely. 
Virtually all of Ulster’s beauty lies along 
the sea, and, in contrast with the Free 
State, nearly the whole coast is lined by 
roads; indeed, one can progress from 
Belfast to the Giant’s Causeway almost 
at the water’s edge. Before the War the 
lovely Jine was unbroken by artificial 
horrors. Habitable stretches were edged 
by white and trim cottages, with here 
and there a stately house, which, if its 
architecture was not of the noblest, at 
least gave no offence to the critical eye. 
To-day the visitor finds a sad change. 
The bungalow menace has taken a firm 
grip upon Ulster. Even the exquisite 
and once unspoiled coast road from Larne 
to Cushendall—the pride of Antrim—has 
fallen a victim to the jerry-builder, and 
to-day there are stretches of road that 
one passes without pleasure; for blatant 
colours and corrugated iron roofs consort 
ill with the combined splendour of 
mountain and sea. Senator Campbell 
demanded a more effective public 
control over the erection of structures 
of the ‘bungalow kind. We rejoice 
that Viscount Charlemont, replying, 
announced the Government’s willingness 
to take action. Local authorities, he ex- 
plained, had power to make building 
by-laws for their own areas, but he 
lamented that they did not always avail 
themselves of the ‘power. Normally such 
by-laws would forbid beauty spots to be 
disfigured by the “ bungaloid ’’ invasion, 
but after the War, when accommodation in 
Ulster was small, the local authorities 
had obtained permission to relax their 
by-laws, and the permission had been 
renewed from year to year. Something, 
doubtless, as Lord Charlemont added, 
would be done by the forthcoming Town- 
Planning Bill. Ulster’s beauty has 
suffered to excess of late, and it is time 
for action, now that the housing problem 
has ceased to be acute. 


Suez and Panama. 


At the same time, but for different 
reasons, the two great international canals 
have come prominently before the world’s 
eyes. British manufacturers complain 
that much injury is caused to their com- 
merce by the high dues payable for passage 
through the Suez Canal. In 1929 these 
dues yielded a surplus of nearly six million 
pounds, even after generous provision for 
the Canal’s upkeep and improvement. 
Lancashire, in particular, suffers, since 
most of its trade is with the Far East, 
whereto the Suez Canal is a necessary line 
of communication. Less obtrusively, atten- 
tion has been called to the condition of 
the Panama Canal. Not long ago H.M.S. 
Nelson, while on a visit to the United 
States Fleets, scraped through the Canal 
with great difficulty, having in certain 
places no more than two feet to spare on 
either side. The incident, says the Panama 
Correspondent of The Times, calls to mind 
the improvements that are being made 
gradually in the waterway’s structure. At 
present the Gatun locks are receiving their 
quadrennial overhaul, and only one side 
will be open to traffic for the next month. 
Many innovations are being fitted, and 
when the work has been accomplished the 
great gates, weighing about 800 tons 
apiece, will be available for use with the 
least possible trouble. Meanwhile, ships 
make their way with little disturbance of 
their normal routine, and the only obvious 
diffe::nce is that partial transit can be 
made at night, in order to minimise delay. 
Furthermore, there is a project to con- 
struct a new dam, reservoir and hydro- 
electric power plant on the Chagres River, 
which flows into the Canal ; and the United 
States Government is considering a scheme 
for a complementary canal to run through

WHEAT - GROWING 
CONFERENCE. 


FREE STATE REPRESENTA- 
TIVES. 


From A SPECIAL CorRRESPONDENT 
ROME, Thursday. 
The Preparatory Wheat Conference called 


_to prepare the ground for the second World 


Wheat Conference, to be held in Rome in 
1932, opened here to-day. The British Am- 
bassador in Rome (Sir Donald Graham) 
headed the United Kingdom delegation, while 
Mr. Michael Harvey Rafferty, the Irish Free 
State permanent representative on the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture here, at- 
tended on behalf of the Irish Free State. The 
Governments of Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, and India were also represented. 


The three main items of the agenda paper | 


prepared by the International Institute of 
Agriculture are as follows :— 

(a) International organisation of agricul- 
tural production ; 
Organisation of agricultural credit on 
an international basis for cereal culti- 
vation ; 

(c) Organisation of the international wheat 

trade, 

It has been indicated that under these three 
main headings questions will arise in regard 
to the regulation of cultivation and a pro- 
duction quota for wheat on an international 
basis; also questions concerned with the possi- 
bility of the creation of a financial organisa- 
tion to secure, regulate, and grant inter- 
national capital for credit purposes. Ques- 
tions will also be considered in regard to sales 
organisation and purchasing organisations for 
wheat, as well as measures of a preferential 
nature between different countries. 

The conference, which will continue until 
the end of the present month, will determine 
which of the many proposals under considera- 
tion are the more suitable for detailed study 
between now and the 1932 conference, so that. 
when delegates are called together for that 
meeting, they will have the assistance of a 
thorough documentation prepared by the In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture

The House 
itself was only seventeen short of its full 
strength, among those who mustered for 
the eritical division being the Opposi- 
tion’s second in command, Mr. O'Kelly, 
who has been absent from the Dail for 
many weeks owing to illness.

In the course of an obituary notice The 
Times to-day says:—One great test of a 
man’s position in the House of Commons is 
afforded by the action of the general body 
of members when he rises to speak. Do 
they rush out or crowd in when he is up? 
When Healy was up they crowded in; and 
what was expected of Tim, as he was 
familiarly called. Lord Cuizon well de 
scribed Healy in 1913 as the most talented 
member of the Irish Party, with an un- 
surpassed gift of corrosive humour, and 
almost. diabolical irony. He rarely inter- 
vened in debate without saying something 
uncommon, fresh and vivid, that was re- 
membered and spoken of days afterwards 
a, Westminster. His audience was always 
sure; at any rate, of some entertainment, 
and often they were treated to passages of 
most moving eloquence. 

One of his best-remembered speeches was 
on the English Education Bill, brought in 
bv Mr. Balfour. Its concluding passages 
were these:—‘‘I would rather have my 
children learn to say Our Father than learn 
the use of the globes. I would rather that 
they understood their religion in the pro- 
vision for the eternity which is to come than 
that they should become rich and prosperous 
and educated in the things of this world.

LUCKNOW, Thursday. 

A rigid censorship is in force at Cawn- 
pore, and, although no official confirmation 
is available, trustworthy reports to-night 
place the number of casualties in the riot- 
ing there at 112 killed and 500 wounded. 
The casualties include both Hindus and 
Mohamedans. Many dead and injured 
are lying in the streets unattended. 

Instances have also been reported of 
attacks on Europeans, while further com- 
munal murders have taken place. Several 
thouses have been burned down, and busi- 
ness is at a complete stand-still. 

Following complaints from leaders of the 
various local bodies that there are not 
enough troops at Cawnpore, reiriforcements 
have arrived from Lucknow and Allahabad 
to assist the detachments of the East 
Lancashires and Highland Light Infantry 
stationed throughout the city.

POLICE OUTPOST 
ATTACKED BY REBELS.

RANGOON, Thursday. 

Twenty-eight rebels have been killed 
and half a dozen captured as the result 
of further sporadic outbreaks in the 
Tharrawaddy district, which was the 
scene of serious disturbances and a 
systematic round-up of the. subversive 
elements last January.

MR. LANG’S INTENTION.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes:—Mr. Lang is clearly deter- 
mined to bring all the discredit he can 
upon Australia before public indignation 
drives him from office as Premier of New 
South Wales. He has now informed the 
Commonwealth Government that he does 
not intend to pay ‘the interest due in 
London on April 1 on New South Wales 
loans. This amounts to £729,251, pay- 
able to bondholders through the Bank of 
England and the Westminster Bank. 
There is a further sum of £12,577 due to 
bondholders in New York, but this, appa- 
rently, Mr. Lang is making arrangements 
to pay. Other Australian States have 
obligations to meet on the same day, and 
these will be honoured punctually and 
fully. 

Financially and 
the situation is no wore to-day 
than it was several months ago, and 
there is no more justification for default 
now than there was then. What has 
become very much worse is the political 
situation. Mr. Lang has got completely 
out of hand. In addition to his permanent 
crusade against capitalists and bond- 
holders, he has recently plunged into a 
fierce vendetta against the Federal Labour 
Government, and it is not far-fetched to 
find the motive for this latest outbreak 
in his desire to embarrass Mr. Scullin 
and Mr. Theodore, the Commonwealth 
Treasurer. 

Politics in New South Wales and in 
the Commonwealth are in a state of chaos, 
which seems daily to become more chaotic. 
In neither case is there any likelihood of 
improvement until the air has been cleared 
by a general election, which, happily, in 
neither case seems likely to be long post- 
poned.

Mr. Parnell went on a mission to the 
United States ° the early part of the yeur 
1881 on behalf of the Home Rule move- 
ment.

‘Those who formed their judgment of 
Healy’s nature from his public utterances 
alone, or, 1 may add, from his public actions 
alone, would, indeed, have been mistaken in 
their judgment of the man. For concealed in 
this strange personality by his public ferocity 
is the heart and the temperament of a warm- 
hearted child. His is. indeed, the disposition 
of a man who united a steely resolution to 
his other qualities, but has found himself 
compelled to act fiercely and speak fiercely 
in antagonisms whigh themselves were very 
fierce. 

‘“Those who have known him best have 
always realised how faulty an impression his 
public activities created. No friend ever went 
to him in vain for help which he was able 
to give; none ever went for sympathy or 
affection without receiving both in generous 
profusion; and he has mellowed with success 
and with advancement. His reminiscences are 
a joy; and he ought, while he still retains 
so much vigour and a memory so unimpaired, 
to collect them in the interests of those who 
love good steries, a vivid pen, a stirring and 
brilliant career.” 

Although Mr. Healy had not had the ad- 
vantage of a.universify education, he was a 
well-informed man, for he was a diligent 
reader, and had a good acquaintence, not 
only with English literature, but with French 
and German also. In his political writings 
his pen was caustic and bitter. 

Mr. Heaiy was @alled to the Irish Bar in 
1884, and took silk ‘fifteen years afterwards, 
im 1299.

GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF THE FREE 
STATE. 

When the appointment of a Governor. 
General of the neWly-constituted Irish Free 
State came to be considered the Irish repre- 
sentatives pressed their views that the 
appointment must be made in a spirit of 
concession to the popular sentiment in the 
Free State. Jt was believed that the Britfsh 
Government contemplated the appointment of 
a distinguished Peer to the post, but so 
vigorously was the Jrish demand pressed 
that Mr. T. M. Healy was appointed as the 
first Ssovernor-General. ‘The recognition of 
the special aptness of the appointment was 
quick: Mr. Healy had had a Jong and inti- 
mate experience of Irish political life, and. 
although he could not have been then said 
to be extremely popular, he had an extra- 
ordinary prestige, because of his active 
sympathy with Sinn Féin in the later years 
of the movement. He had also actively 
assisted in the negotiations which culminated 
in the Treaty, and he was believed to be a 
typical representative of Roman Catholic and 
Nationalist Ireland. In addition, he had a

Mr. Healy married his cousin Erina, daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. T. D. Sullivan (author of 
“ God Save Ireland ' and other Irish ballads) 
in 1882, by whom he has issue three sons and 
three daughters. One of these.is a member 
of the Irish Bar. 

PAMPHLETEER AND gi ha 

In his earlier years Mr. Healy: was one of 
ths most prolific of journalists, taking part in 
the work of many propagandist and party 
newspapers and periodicals. In addition, 
| many of his speeches were afterwards pub- 
lished in pamphiet form, in which they 
| achieved some popular success, During his 
lifetimé he wrote many pamphlets and books, 
{of which probably the best known. are his 
Autobiography, which was published only a 
few years ago, and which was received with 
acclamation in al] parts of the English- 
speaking world as the. final word on many 
phases of recent Irish political history. In 
“Stolen Waters’’ is a summary of the by 
Neagh case, which agitated Irish opinion 
strongly at one time, His other publications 
include: “A Word For Ireland,” “Why 
Ireland is Not Free” ‘‘ Lovalty,. plus 
Murder,’’ “ The Great, Fraud of Ulster,” and 
“The Planters’ Progress.” Since his retire- 
ment from the office of Governor-General, 
Mr. Healy took little or no part in public 
affairs, being content to write his Memoirs 
and conduct the business of an 
Gray's Inn.- In recent months his retirement 


was complete. 


IN THE DAIL. 


As Dail Eireann was about to adjourn last 
night, 

President Cosgrave rose from his seat in the 
front bench and said :— 

“ I have learned with regret of the death 
of Mr. Timothy Healy, first Governor-General 
of the Irish Free State, after a long life spent 
in the service of his country, and I think 
it fitting that the House should pay a tribute 
to his memory, and, I ask you. sir, to convey 
to his relatives an expression of our sympathy 
in their bereavement."’ 

The members present and the occupants of 
the galleries rose to their feet and stood for 
a few moments in silence, after which the 
House adjourned. 


AT LEINSTER HOUSE. 


From Over POLITICAL COnRFsPONDFNT. 

There was universal sympathy at Leinster 
House last evening when deputies in the 
lobbies heagd the news of the death of Mr. 
Timoth ealy, K.C., the first Governor- 
General of the Irish Free State. It is 
recalled that Mr. Healy took an early 
opportunity of mecting the members 
of both Houses of the Oireachtas, after the 
eneral election of 1923. That election was 

eld under Mr. Healy’s proclamation, dated 
Sth August, 1925, and by the same procla- 
mation both Houses were summoned to meet 
om the 19th September, 1923, “for the 
despatch of such business as shall be sub- 
mitted to the respective Houses.’”’ 

On the órd October both Honses met 
jointly for the purpose of receiving the 
Governor General in person, when Mr. Healy 
addressed them at considerable length. It 
was a solemn and dignified pronouncement, 
opening in the following characteristic 
manner :— 

“I greet you, members of Oireachtas 
Eireann, assembled here after the first elec- 
tion by the people since the enactment: of tine 
Constitution, which enshrines the authority

CASE FOR A TARIFF ON 
IMPORTED BACON. 


AGRICULTURAL tariffs and de-rating were amongst the subjects dis- 
cussed at the annual congress of the Irish Farmers’ Union at 37 Upper 


Fitzwilliam street, Dublin, yesterday. A motion was adopted in reference 
to the pig industry undertaking that the Farmers’ Union would give ‘its 
support to any step that would be taken to have a case for a tariff on im- 
ported bacon presented to the Tariff Commission. 


A resolution was also passed calling on the Government to introduce 
immediately a scheme of de-rating for agricultural land. 


IRISH AGRICULTURE'S CONDITION. 


Senator R.: Aw: Butler, who presided, in 
opening the proceedings, said:—At our 
Congress in 1930 the question of De-rating 
was discussed, and it was decided to give 
evidence on behalf of the Jrish Farmers’ 
Union before the Commission -et up to 
inquire into the question. We are still await- 
ing the report of the Commission. 

You may have noticed that during the 
past few weeks many statements have been 
made as to the present condition of Irish 
agriculture. It.has been said that, taking 
into consideration:.the world-wide depression, 
the position of Irish agriculture 1s compara- 
tively good. I ‘have also read a statement 
made at a meeting of bank shareholders. to 
the effect that the Irish cattle trade was in 
a prosperons state 

We, who are engaged in agriculture, ought 
to know the actual facts. What are they? 
Take live stock, which is a large item in the 
revenue of the farmer. As compared with 
twelve months ago the price of fat cattle has 
fallen £2 to £3 per head. The pric of sheep 
has fallen 10s. to 20s. per head, and pigs have 
considerably reduced in price also. On these 
items alone the Joss in revenue to farmers 
will amount to a very large sum this year as 
compared with 1930, wie a there is a re- 
(pyery in prices, and many think that prices 
will reach a lower level before the end of the 
current year. As for corn, it is selling at or 
below pre-war levels. 


THE OUTLAY. 

It may beargued that a decrease in receipts 
can be met by a decrease in expenditure. 
If we turn to what a farmer has to buy we 
find that farm requisites, such as farm 
machinery and parts, are selling at the same 
prices as a year ago. There has bewn ro 
reduction in carriage of live stock on rail- 
ways, which is about double pre-war. As 
for cross-Channel freights, they are at least 
double pre-war, although freights from long 
distances are very little more than pre-war. 

Prospects for farming for the current year 
are far froin promising, and Í hope that the 
outlook will be more encouraging when we 
meet this time twelve months. 
PROPOSED TARIFF ON BACON. 
_ Colonel Butler, Kilkenny, moved—*‘ That. 
in view of the threatened extinction of our 
pig industry due to imports of foreign and 
subsidised bacon, we call on the Government 
to take immediate steps to impose a tariff 
on bacon sufficient to save the home industry 
from unfair competition.” 

Never, he said, had the pig industry been 
so severely hit as at present. Not only were 
they losing the export market. but they 
were losing the home market as well. These 
markets were being filched from them by 
unfair competition. They could buy Polish 
middles at 45s. per cwt., while Irish bacon- 
curers were paying 65s. per cwt. for pigs 
on foot on a dead-weight basis. The result 
was that Irish bacon factories were now 
stocked with high priced bacon which they 
had no chance of getting rid of unless they 
had a tariff. The only way to keep out 
foreign subsidised bacon was to cajl on the 
Government to impose a tariff in order to 
preserve the home market, 

Mr. J. O’Neill (Carlow) seconded. 

Mr. E. J: Cussen (Cork) said that they 
had seen subsidised foreign bacon selling in 
shops at as low as 54d.-per lb., and could 
not possibly compete with it. From the 
point of view of consumers, he had reason 
to think that there would be no increase 
in prices. Bacon produced in this country 
was subjected to a rigorous examination, but 
they did not know whether such an inspec- 
tion took place in the case of foreign bacon. 
He strongly supported the demand for a tariff 
on wvacon. 

Mr, W. H. Cotbe (Leix) stated that a 
great deal of bacon came in taw and was 
cured in Ireland and sold as Irish. Cured 
bacon was*also imported and sold as Irish, 

Colonel O’Callaghan Westropp (Co. Clare) 
said that they should sét their own house in 
order and put down. unfair marketing and 
concentrate on the production of suitable 
bacon for the home market. 


FARMERS AND TARIFFS. 
Mr. Heffernan, T.D., Parliamentary Secre- 
tarv for Posts and Telegraphs, said that, as 


they knew, the Farmers’ Union had to take | 


up a stand in opposition to tariffs in general, 
as they believed that the general effect of 
tariffs would be to raise the cost of living, 
and thereby raise the cost of production to 
the farmers. At present they had several 
industrial tariffs, and undoubtedly the effect 
was to increase the cost of the article tariffed

in man" cases. It behoved them to see if the 
agricultural industry could in. any way be 
helped by the impusition of a tariff. He be- 
lieved that a tariff could only be applied to 
agricultural products effectively to a very 
slight extent. 

It behoved them, as an agricultural organi- 
sation, to step very carefully, and not to 
demand tariffs on agricultural produce, © As 
to the proposed tariff on bacon, his views 
did not lead him to believe that it would be 
effective. He admitted that he did not know 
al! about it, but there was the Tariff Com- 
mission, and any body of farmers who said 
that a tariff on bacon could be justified—it 
was their duty to bring their case before that 
Commission. 

Mr. Wilson said that the proper step to 
take would be to have this particular tariff 
investigated by the Tariff Commission. 


AN AMENDMENT. 

Senator O'Hanlon said a case was being 
prepared for presentation to the Tariff Com- 
mission, but as the result of a resolution 
passed in Cork, the people who believed in 
a tariff did not proceed with it. It was only 
fair that a case for a tariff should be 
presented, He moved as an amend- 
ment that the position of the pig 
industry in the Irish Free State demanded im. 
mediate attention, and, accordingly, the Irish 
Farmers’ Union yndertook to give its support 
to any step which would be taken to have a 
case for a tariff on imported bacon presented 
to the Tariff Commission.

DE-RATING POLICY. 


On the question of de-rating of agricultural 


land, 

Mr. D. L. O’Gorman (Carlow) said that

STILL AWAITING REPLIES. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 
T the British Embassy Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, who is leaving for London 
at 8 o’clock to-morrow morning, made a 
statement to the British Press this even- 
ing of the result of his Paris visit. 

Points that Mr. Henderson made were: 
If the German and Austrian Govern- 
ments finally replied “ No”’ to the British 
demand that the Austro-German Customs 
plan should be submitted to the League 
of Nations, he would have to consider the 
situation, but he could not imagine that 
that would be their final attitude. He 
did not indicate whether the British 
Government regarded«the proposed Cus- 
toms agreement as legally valid or not. 
He regretted that Doctor Curtius and 
Signor Grandi had been unable to come 
to Paris. He had wanted to discuss with 
them and M. Briand the preparation of 
the 1932 Disarmament Conference. The 
British Government regarded the Confer- 
ence as the greatest opportunity the 
world had ever had for dealing compre- 
hensively with disarmament. If the Con- 
ference were a failure it would be hard 
to get such a gathering together again. 
He hoped that the drafting of the Anglo- 
Franco-Italian naval agreement would be 
completed by next Monday. The difficul- 
ties which had arisen were simply ques- 
tions of interpretations. Signature of the 
agreement would take place in London. 

STILL WAITING. 

In his statement to the Press Mr. 
Henderson said: “I am still awaiting a 
communication from the German and 
Austrian Governments stating whether 
they will accept the suggestion that Í 
have submitted on the subject of the pro- 
posed Customs treaty. There are very 
many reasons, I think, why the line that 
I have ventured to put before them should 
be followed. First of all, the Protocol of 
1922 was set up under the auspices of the 
League of Nations, and if there is any 
difference of opinion amongst any of the 
signatories to that Protocol, then it seems 
to me that the body under which the 
instrument was created is the body that 
should have, at any rate, an opportunity 
of examining the matter, and I am hoping 
that I will hear favourably that this line 
is going to be followed. As you are 
aware, there have been conversations 
between M. Briand and myself on this 
matter, and I think there is general under- 
standing between us that the British 
Government, in suggesting that the matter 
should go before the League have adopted 
the right course.’’ 

Questioned regarding possible action u 
Germany officially maintained the ath- 
tude that the League is incompetent, Mr 
Henderson said: “I should have verv 
seriously to consider the position. I cannot 
possibly see that that can be the final 
position of the German Government in 
view of the fact, as I said in my opening 
statement, that the Protocol of 1922 was

As Governor-General of the new State 
he appeared to model his conduct on 
that of the other Dominions of the 
Empire, and adonted a restraint in 
language which had hitherto been large! 
foreign to him. The only opposition whic 
manifested itself upon his taking office came 
from the Republicans, who iaunted Mr, Healy 
as the ‘‘betrayer” of Parnell. By every 
other section of the community the new 
Governor-General, then in his 68th wear, was 
hailed with hearty good wishes on his acces- 
sion to offic . 

THE NEW REGIME, 

In his five vears of office Mr. Healy did 
two enduring things—he fashioned principles 
of public conduct for all his suecessora in

a Parliamentarian in debata he had no 
superior, and his Jearni ., especially in 
European history, was most proijound.

THE AUSTRO-GERMAN UNION. 

Mr. Hugh Dalton, Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, discussing the Customs 
union between Germany and Austria, said 
that the Foreign Secretary was extremely 
anxious that no promising movement towards 
the reduction of European tariffs should be 
jeopardised by any misunderstanding or mis- 
handling.

Thev 
hoped that the matter would be examined 
at the next session. 

CONSERVATIVE ATTITUDE. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain shared the view 
that the projected Germar-Austrian Customs 
Union shouid be brought before the Counc! 
of the League of Nations. Some members had 
shown too great readiness to welcome the 
project, without knowing exactly what it 
meant. But whatever the effect, the nations 
concerned had shown a want of diplomatic 
tact in pot taking other countries inte their 
confidence, and giving them some idea of 
what was in progress. Everything depended 
upon the mutual co..fidence of the nations. 
not only in this matter, but in the matter 
of disarmament. 

He hoped that an agreement on the question 
of disarm: ment would he veached at the 
fortheoming Conference, but he disagreed with 
the view which had been expressed in one 
quarter, that a limitation ef .rmaments by 
a uniform nercentage reduction would be a 
fair basis for discussion.
